Claims Repairs Are Law Violation

won’t fix the .Shiloh

the law, he claimed Thur­ 
sday. 
“ It’s a violation of the law 
for m e to go work

bridge.” Jenkins stated in 
his office. “ If it’s in an in­ 
corporated area, it’s against 
the law.” 
Jenkins also pointed out 
that he and his work crews 
are hard-pressed to repair 
damaged roads around Lake 
Lavon and that he can't 
spare a crew' to work on the 
bridge, even if he wanted to. 
“ All my roads around the 
lake are torn up by those 
trucks running in there all 
the tim e,” he pointed out. 
“ You were here when I was 
telling about those trucks 
te a rin g 
up 
my 
roads. 
T h ey ’re running 90-95,000 
pounds over those roads and 
I’ve got an 8,000-pound limit 
on them ,” he added. 
Jenkins went on to say that 
he has “helped them (the 
City of Plano) out” on a

of 
occasions 
with 
Shiloh Rd. and the bridge

jails have ba til or shower 
facilities.

you 
something else, I want him 
to have at least one square 
meal a day until this is 
disposed of-none of these TV 
d in n e rs .” 
Judge 
Brown 
warned. 
Urging assistant district 
attorney 
Elliott 
Knott 
to 
schedule

p sychiatric 
examination for Glover with 
Dr. John Holbrook “ as soon 
as humanly possible,” Judge 
Brown 
further stated,

w ant 
him 
in

any 
longer than possible.” 
Shortly after the hearing 
was concluded. Judge Brown 
met 
with Knott, Juvenile 
Officer Pete Barnes, and 
G lo v er’s 
court-appointed 
attorney. Nick Warden, and 


asked Barnes to try and get 
Glover placed in the Dallas 
County facility, with Collin 
County paying the bill After 
about 
30 
m in u tes, 
the 
a rra n g e m e n ts w ere c o m ­ 
pleted. 
Ju d g e 
Brown also in­ 
structed Barnes to see that 
Glover was taken to a doctor 
as soon as possible, since 
Glover claimed he was ill at 
the time he was arrested 
Wednesday night. 
“ I want you to take him to 
a doctor now and have him 
examined,” 
Judge 
Brown 
instructed, “and if the doctor 
says that his health will be 
endangered, then I want him 
hospitalized.” 
According to Knott, Glover 
will rem ain in the Dallas 
County Juvenile Home until 
a hearing is scheduled to 
attem p t 
certificatio n 
of 
Glover 
as 
an 
adult. 
However, the hearing date 
won’t be known until Glover 
is examined by Dr Holbrook 
and the resu lts of that 
examination forwarded to 
Judge Brown 
In testimony during the 
hearing, Plano D etective 
B H Anderson was credited 
with locating Glover and 
taking him into custody 
Wednesday night.

Bob Phillips and Jim Carroll of KDFW TV, Channel 4, 
were ordered arrested and lined today by ( odin ( ounty 
Judge W G. Proctor for taking pictures of a commissioners 
court meeting. 
Immediately after the two were ordered taken into 
custody by sheriff’s deputies, they were taken to Judge Tom 
Ryan’s 199th District Court, where they were granted a writ 
of mandam us and freed. 
Trial for the two is scheduled for 9 :30 a.m. Friday, Feb. 22, 
in 199th District Court, which will meet in the McKinney City 
Hall. 
The arrests and fines cam e after the commissioners court 
voted unanimously to hold Phillips and Carroll “ in contempt 
of court’’ for continuing to take photos, despite the imposed 
ban on cam eras. 
Earlier in the meeting, Bronson Havard, president of the 
Dallas chapter of Sigma Delta Chi, professional journalistic 
society, had urged commissioners to “ reconsider and 
rescind” their cam era ban. 
“The newsmen are desirous of no confrontation, as 
evidenced by the restraint of taking pictures during the 
course of the meeting so far, in respect of the current 
ruling,” Havard told the commissioners. 
A p p r o x im a te ly e ig h t to i z n e winners a lia u i i i c i u i i i u i we re­ 
present during the meeting, and although pictures were 
taken prior to the beginning of the meeting, all picture- 
taking was halted during the meeting. 
However, when Proctor insisted on imposing the ban and 
received a 3-1 vote to back him up (Commissioner Odell 
Rushing remained the Ione holdout), the picture-taking 
began once again. 
Proctor later obtained the names of Carroll and Phillips 
and after receiving a unanimous vote from the com­ 
missioners to fine the two cameramen, ordered them to pay

D E A R P O L L Y - Ethel might try my method for washing 
her 85-year-old treasured quilt. F ill the bathtub at least halt 
full of barely lukewarm water and add cold water soap and 
then the quilt. Let it soak for a while and then use a suction 
cup plunger to V E R Y G E N T L Y stomp the quilt all over. 
Turn frequently by placing the hands under it and turning. It 
will be quite heavy with all the water in it so do not put any 
extra stress on the delicate stitching except by placing hands 
underneath it. Rinse with clear water several times and just 
let the water run down the drain. Let quilt lay as it is and 
squeeze only by pressing quilt against the tub. Never wring. 
Before washing check quilt carefully for broken st itches and 
repair with as small stitches as possible before washing. — 
M RS. E.A .J. 
D E A R G IR L S — W e all know there is a certain amount of 
chance in laundering any very old article. Past exposure to 
sun, previous care and fabric used and so on can affect the 
final outcome. I nere is always Lie daniel ul iviu rs 
in ­ 
ning” so the water temperature must be carefully checked 
and a corner tested first. 
After carefully washing and pressing out as much water 
as possible hang on a line, or preferably two lines a foot or 
so apart, that have first been covered with a sheet. Hang 
evenly with sides and corners matched and do not use 
clothespins. Never grab drippings ends and twist water out 
but pat it out perhaps between two bath towels. Never 
hang in the sunshine. A breezy day is best so the drying pro­ 
cess is as quick as possible. Remember much of the ultimate 
success w ill be dependent on the condition of the quilt and 
the washing method. Never wash more than one quilt at a 
time.
